LIKE PROBLEMS 


BY HARPER LEECH.

_a highly complicated series of problems 


land cannot be summed up in some 
‘of the ready formulas dished out for 


‘public consumption either by promot- 
‘ers of mergers or by anti-trust politi- 
| etna is apparent from the contradic- 


(tory things one hears from business 

| Not long ago the president of a smal! 
railroad, over which one can ride in 
about 24 hours—covering nearly all main 
‘lines and branches—told this writer that 
his line has a great advantage over the 
big fellows in its superior adaptability 
to circumstances. He instanced the in- 
‘stallation of a temporary switch track 
‘by a large railroad system. The order 
/came after considerable unwinding of 
red tape at the distant headquarters and 
‘the switch was built—standard main line 
‘construction costing several times as 
much as necessary. Nothing like that 
could happen on his line, he said. 

But how about this criticism of big 
business for exactly opposite reasons 
quoted in “‘ Trained Men”? “A railroad 
‘finds that it must put. in new ties, and 


- 


'they’re ordered substituted for the old | 


ones But they are not creosoted, which 
‘would more than double the length of 
| their life. In the long run, creosoting 
| would be cheaper, but somebody says, 
‘Why should my administration be 
charged with that added cost? I may 
not be here very long. If we creosote 
those ties, then my cost record wouldn't 
look so good. Let the next fellow carry 
some of the burden, and then I can make 
a better record for an economical admin- 
istration.’ 
| 

“Or a new building is put up here in 
New York City. Wrought iron pipe is 
‘suggested for the plumbing, with a life- 
‘time of perhaps 15 years, when lead 
lined pipe might be good for 35 or 40 
‘years, while copper or brass—well, that’s 
good forever. Somebody wishes to make 
a record, even though it’s to the com- 
pany’s advantage that the first cost be 
higher, and even though the bonds might 
not be paid off until 25 years after the 
‘improvement for which the loan was 
made had entirely disappeared.” 

It must be evident from these two 
criticisms that a big business, highly 
departmentalized, may spend too much 
or too little money on improvements. 
| In other words, the problems of manage- 
ment in a big and a little business are 
‘net much different. Mere size does not 
render a business immune to either mis- 
take—the same mistake any little busi- 
ness can make. 


No business can grow so big that the 


importance of personal ability is dimin- 
ished—none get so big that they become 
‘automatic—no matter how their smooth 
| functioning may give that impression. 
' Perhaps the biggest job of any executive 
of a great corporation is that of train- 
|ing and picking lieutenants and succes- 
sors. That process never has been stand- 
'ardized. 

| We have some corporations that raise 
‘em themselves, others that take them 
from the schools, some which lean to en- 
'gineers, some to financiers, and some to 


salesmen.

Little Sirupfs for Sauces. 

The following chocolate sauce for ice 
cream is something more than a sirup 
because it has the cornstarch, yet in 
so small a proportion as to make it 
just equal a sauce. A girl testing out 
this recipe and trying it on some ice 
cream wrote at the end of her copy: 
“ Stringy, but extremely good.” Youth 
likes these chocolate things even when 
they are rather heavy: 


One square bitter chocolate, one-half 
cup sugar, one teaspoon cornstarch, 
one-half cup corn sirup, two table 
spoons of water. Melt the chocolate 
over hot water, mix the sugar and 
cornstarch, and then the sirup and 
water. Stir these into the chocolate 
and cook over the fire directly to 230 
degrees. To reheat for use add one 
tablespoon of water, or a bit more, if 
necessary. 

The plain little sugar sirups, but- 
tered, as it were, are fresnly pleasant 
for some of the pancake things, or 
even for a sauce for puddings, in 
which case lemon juice to taste, or 
other flavor, may be added. Lemon 
juice or something of the sort is al- 
most needed to keep them from sugar- 
ing off, if they are allowed to cool. 

For small portions take only one-half 
cup of sugar and one-half cup of 
water. Stir them until they are well 
dissolved and cook to sirup stage, or 
to 219 on the thermometer, then add 
up to one-fourth the measure of the 
sirup of butter. Less will do, but this 
amount gives perhaps the most palat- 
able sauce. 

Brown sugar with water in The same 
proportion may make too thick a sirup, 
and if the dark sugar is used the prod- 
uct is hardly distinguishable from 
what used to be called * golden sirup.”’ 
It is considerably stronger than the 
white sugar sirup, or not as delicate, 
but it is not so likely to crystalize, 
and any left over may be used for fla- 
voring a simple pudding or custard. 

All these little sirups are excellent 
for emergency uses because so easily 
and quickly made, and are “tasty,”

Shrubbery failures can be counted by 
the thousands this spring. Such fail- 
ures are to be found every year but 
particularly this season because there 
are many thousands being set out 
around the new homes and apartments 
which have sprung up almost over 
right in Chicago and the adjoining 
Nurserymen usually get 
blessed every time a home owner finds 
a dead shrub when about nine times 
out of ten it is the result of neglect. 

Shrub doctors have little trouble 
diagnosing a case of sick shrubs, and 
shrubbery deaths are usually tra 
to one or all of a half dozen simple 
causes growing out of neglect and the 
grower failing to know a few impor- 
tant things that must be done to keep 


Shrubs are often practically dead by 
the time they are planted. They may 
come ATom the nursery in excellent 
condition but if their roots are left out 
of the ground or they are not kept 
moist the plant may die; the roots 
shrivel up without water. 

Shrubs are sometimes carefully han- 
dled and then-killed by setting them 
only a few inches under the surface, 
leaving some of the roots exposed. 
Death is about as certain if the shrubs 
are set in dry soil; it may be a little 
slower but the roots soon shrivel and 
the whole plant eventually dies. 

All of these things may be guarded 
against and yet the plants will die if 
the soil is not packed firmly about the
